Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  16th  Annual  report  for  the  year 
1965*  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  smoke  control  programme  for  the  district 
had  to  be  abandoned  due  to  the  uncertainty  of  the  fuel  position  and  also  to 
the  fact  that  the  cost  would  probably  be  three  times  greater  than  previously 
estimated.  Almost  two  years  work  had  to  be  shelved  and  in  the  light  of 
present  day  knowledge,  a complete  new  start  would  have  to  be  made, 

A review  of  the  cleansing  service  will  have  to  be  made  due  to  the 
staff  having  increased  holidays  and  also  to  the  large  increase  in  domestic 
refuse. 


I should  like  to  thank  the  Health  Committee,  officers  and  staff  for 
their  support  and  assistance  during  the  year.
